Pield, Florida. All three decided to
make the trip together, . .
Plane Bursts Into Flame
They sped off at a fairly rapid rate,
and nppeared to be bent on making a
pecard  for the flight, which ix only

short.

When the plane got under way one
of the men wns seen to exumine the
engine, and a moment later the plane
purst Into flames, 1t continued nn,l
powever, and for a thne  wpectators
thought the aviators might extinguish
the fire,

After less than & mile_ the flamoex
purst out afresh and the rechine
peemed to huckle suddenly and plunge
to the ground.

Beveral army officers rushed to the
geene and attacked the flames, Two
officers were burned in their efforts to |
rescue those imprigoned in the dmlmnlul
eraft,  All three airmen were taken
from the wreckaze allve and sent to lilPi
hospital  in  antomoblles. They  died
shortly after being admitted. |
